"I am concerned tnat hie *n£ run' raids by Cuban 
pxiles nwy create incidents whi cn-v.-crk to' the 
disadvantage, of our n.-ticr.ai interest. Increased 
frequency of the->e ti.-rays could raise a host cf 
problems oyer which v-? would n^t have control. 

Actions such as yesterday's exile attack 
which caused 'substantial darr.a^e -so a Soviet 
vessel may complicate our relations with the 
USSR without net advantage to us. 

• I therefore propose several' measures which 
could impede or deter further attacks of this 
nature. 

First, the intelligence coumunity could increase 
its efforts in Miarr.i to develop hard inf vrrr.-i c ion 
about prelected rrfid-;. Tnis is ci.rrontly c^unicar.fd 
'to Customs autkpritU-s ch..r>;ed w: th . invest i 5,11 ion ot 
violation of ^rrr>- control. 

Second, Customs ai-.c the Coast Cuard, on the 
basis of this inforr.^tion c in step and search the 
vessels. (They now do this, and picked up about 50. 
Twtn and four boats last year.) Ar:ns and vessels 
are confiscated, *nd participants- arraigned if a" 
violation of law has occurred.
